Report from Niuehwang — Plague. 

The following is received from the Department of State under date 
of October 20, 1905: 

The following telegram is received under date of the 17th instant 
from the American consul-general at Niuehwang, China, in regard to 
the plague there: 

While maintaining drastic plague precautions safeguard million men, Japanese 
army, the military authorities agree to relax the trade restraints as much as possible. 
It is probable triat utilization of military trains to assist carrying goods inland.
